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Top Beirut 
Christians 
hurt by 
car-bomb 
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BEIRUT (AP). - A suicide bomber 
yesterday crashed a pickup loaded 
with explosives into a Maronite 
monastery where Christian politi- 
cians critical of a Syrian-sponsored 
peace plan were meeting, killing 
himself, a woman and two army’ 
guards, police said. 

Police said ail six politicians, 
senior members of the Lebanese 
Front coalition, were wounded in 
the East Beirut bombing. 

One of them, former cabinet 
member George Skaff, 35, was hos- 
pitalized in serious condition. The 
other politicians escaped with minor 
injuries, mainly cuts from flying 
glass, police reported. 

The bombing occurred only mo- 
ments after ex-president Camille 
Cbamoun and his son, Dany, leader 
of the National Liberal Party, en- 
tered the sandstone, brick-roofed St. 
Georges Monastery in the Christian 
suburb of Aukar. 

The 85-year-old formei president, 
who survived two bomb assassina- 
tion attempts in 1980. suffered minor 
facial cuts. His son. 51, was wounded 
in the hand, but neither needed 
hospitalization, police said. 

The other politicians wounded 
were Elie Karameh, the Phalange 
party leader, parliament member 
Edward Honein and Fuad Boustani, 
a prestigious 79-year-old historian. 

The six were gathered to discuss 
their opposition to a draft Syrian- 
sponsored armistice agreement 
reached last month by Lebanon's 
three strongest militias to end a 
10-year-old civil war. 

Syria and Moslem leaders have 
charged that the old guard Christian 
“traditionalists'* are bowing to 
Israeli and American pressures and 
seeking to undermine the armistice. 

A joint envoy of the Archbishop 
of Canterbury and Pope John Paul U 
will fly to Beirut today to negotiate 
with Moslem extremists for the free- 
dom of four American hostages, the 
Anglican Church announced yester- 
day in London.

Battles rage in Liberia coup attempt

ABIDJAN (Reuter). - Troops loyal 
to Liberian leader Samuel Doe were 
fighting back yesterday after an ex- 
iled former armed forces chief of 
staff said he had seized power in the 
West African nation. 

Diplomats in Monrovia said the 
situation in the capital was confused 
and it was not clear who was in 
control. 

U.S. officials in Washington said 
Doe went on the state radio to say he 
still held power, but fighting con- 
tinued. 

Tp a battle of statements on Mon- 
rovia's three radio stations, each side 
called on the other to surrender. 

Earlier yesterday all three stations 
were in the hands of the “Patriotic 
Forces" led by Brigadier-General 
Thomas Quiwonkpa. a popular 
army officer for whom Doe once 
offered S10,000 “dead or alive" after 
accusing him of being involved in a 
1983 coup plot. 

Quiwonkpa said he had taken 
over to free Liberians from “fear and 
brutality." 

But by mid-afternoon first the 
national broadcasting station ELBC 
and then the privately owned reli- 
gious radio ELWA feU to the loyal- 
ists, apparently led by Doe's palace 
guard and the First Infantry Batta- 
lion. 

ELWA, the only Liberian radio 
station that can be heard abroad, 
announced first that it had been 
seized and then called on the people 
to fight Quiwonkpa. 

Diplomats and the Liberian news 
agency said the first announcement 
of the coup was greeted by spon- 
taneous street demohstrations and 
rejoicing as Monrovians gathered 
outside the headquarters of the 


Liberian Action Party. 

According to diplomats and fore- 
ign journalists who saw cases of 
ballot rigging, the Action Party was 
the real winner of controversial elec- 
tions last month staged to legitimize 
Doe’s rule. 

The result was awarded to Doe, 
who officially won 51 per cent of the 
poll, and he was due to be sworn in as 
president in January. 

Doe first seized power in a violent 
coup five years ago, ending 133 years 



that the Liberian leader's forces 
were in “complete co mm and” of the 
situation. 

Quiwonkpa, who is in bis early 
30s, had been a leading member of 
the sergeants' group which over- 
threw the government of president 
William Tolbert in 1980, killed Tol- 
bert and most of his ministers, and 
installed Doe - then a master 
sergeant - as head of state. 

Quiwonkpa became commanding 
general of the armed forces but 
turned against Doe. He plotted a 
coup in 1983 but his plan was disco- 
vered that November, and he 
escaped to the Ivory Coast and later 
was reported living in the U.S. 

Early this year Quiwonkpa was 
quoted as saying in an interview with 
West Africa magazine, while staying 
in the U.S.. that he would return to 
Liberia and oust Doe. 

The magazine was banned in 
Liberia, but smuggled copies were 
widely read in Monrovia. (Reuter,

Knesset expected to bar racist bills

The Knesset plenum today is ex- 
pected to approve proposed legisla- 
tion that would disqualify private 
members' bills which are racist or 
“negate the existence of the State of 
Israel as the state of the Jewish 
people.” 

The House Committee approved 
the bill 18-1 yesterday, with Tawfik 
Toubi (Democratic Front for Peace 
and Equality) opposed and Geula 
Cohen (Tehiya) not voting. 

The amendment to article 134 of 
the House Rules was originally con- 
ceived to muzzle Kacb MK Meir 


Kahane. It was expanded to include 
bills that "negate" the state by 
agreement between a reluctant 
Knesset Speaker Shlomo Hillel and 
an insistent House Committee chair- 
man Micba Reiser. Reiser sought 
the addition as a tradeoff to satisfy 
Likud members who have tradi- 
tionally balanced sanctions against 
Kacb with equal sanctions against 
the extreme left, the DFPE and the 
Progressive List for Peace. 

An abortive proposal to permit 
appeals to the House Committee 
against disqualification of private 
bills by the Knesset speaker and his 
deputies (the presidium) was defe- 


ated in the House Committee 14-6. 
The small parties in the House Com- 
mittee sought the right of appeal for 
their legislative proposals, since they 
are not represented in the pres- 
idium. 

While neither the Likud nor the 
Alignment MRs in the House Com- 
mittee voiced their reservations ab- 
out the compromise during the 
three-hour discussion, they resolved 
yesterday to get the compromise 
through at all costs so that the 
change in the House Rules could 
take effect today following certain 
plenum endorsement.

DAMASCUS. - Syrian President 
Hafez Assad conferred yesterday 
with Jordanian Prime Minister Zaid 
Rifai as their foreign ministers held 
separate talks on political issues be- 
tween Syria and Jordan. 

Rifai, accompanied by a high-level 
delegation, arrived in Damascus to 
launch reconciliation talks between 
the bitterly divided neighbouring 
Arab states. 

In an arrival statement for the first 
sncfa visit in six years, Rifai said be 
was carrying a verbal message from 
King Hussein of Jordan, including an 
invitation to Assad “to visit his 
second country. Jordan.” 

“We hope to raise the relations 
between Syria and Jordan to a very 
distinguished and special level in all 
Gelds,” be said. 

Relations between Syria and Jor- 
dan, tense in the late 70s, deterio- 
rated in 1980 when Jordan backed 
Iraq and Syria backed Iran in the 
Iran-Iraq war. 

In recent months King Hussein has 
been trying to overcome Syrian 
opposition to his peace efforts and 
has insisted that Syria should partici- 
pate in an international conference to 
settle the Arab-Israeli dispute. 

PLO chairman Yasser Arafat ar- 
rived in Jordan yesterday to attend a 
meeting of the Palestine National 
Fond, a PLO spokesman said. 

The spokesman said it was not 
known if Arafat would meet King 
Hussein. 

Arafat said in Amman that he 
supports a reconciliation between 
Jordan, Syria and the PLO. 

But Syria has been mortally 
opposed to his leadership of the orga- 
nization, supporting a 1983 asmmh 
by PLO dissident forces that drove 
Arafat and his loyalists out of Leba- 
non. 

The PLO’s Executive Committee is 
scheduled to convene an emergency 
session in Baghdad “within 48 
hours,” amid reports Iraq was offer- 
ing to host the organization's head- 
quarters and protect the terrorist 
movement, Arab diplomatic sources 
said yesterday. 

The purported offer was made by 
Iraqi President Saddam Hussein al- 
ter the October 1 Israeli air raid on 
PLO headquarters In Tunisia, 
according to the same sources. 

Arab newspapers in East Jeru- 
salem yesterday welcomed a 
Jordanian-Syrian rapprochement 
but some warned that it should not 
serve to leave the PLO out of the 
peace process. 

“A1 fajr” said it hoped toe rap- 
prochement would put an end to 
what it terms Syria’s deviation from 
Arab consensus on peace moves.

The officials said the West Ger- 
man cities of Ulm, Bochum and 
Cologne, along with Milan, have 
contacted the Frankfurt theatre ab- 
out raking the play to those cities.

Guenther Ruehle announced Mon- 
day the playhouse decided to with- 
draw the play. Garbage, the City and 
Death. 


Jewish groups have vowed to 
block all future performances of the 
play. 


The play is about a Jewish land 
speculator in Frankfurt who buys old 
residential housing, tears it down 
and sells the property at a profit to 
other developers.

A majority of Labour minis- 
ters last night were in favour of 
firing the Likud's Industry and 
Trade Minister Ariel Sharon, but 
left the final decision to Prime 
Minister Peres. 

Labour ministers, meeting at 
Peres’s house in Jerusalem, were 
all agreed that Sharon's in- 
creasingly hostile attacks on the 
premier were intolerable. But it 
is up to Peres, in his meeting with 
Likud leader and Vice Premier 
Shamir this morning to decide 
whether he should unilaterally 
fire Sharon, as he is legally emp- 
owered to do. 

Firing Sharon presumably would 
bring down the government. 

Sharon in Haifa on Monday night 
delivered a lacerating attack on gov- 
ernment policy and Peres personal- 
ly. He said Peres was “base" and 
that Israel had sacrificed its self- 
respect following the murder of its 
citizens in Sinai. 

Some Labour sources intimated to 
The Jerusalem Post last night that 
this time Peres would not ignore 
Sharon's onslaught, but would bring 
down the government by sacking 
him . However, this scenario was 
dismissed by most other Labour 
sources. Nevertheless, they too said 
Peres would react more energetical- 
ly to Sharon than in the past. 

Peres is being advised by many in 
hk party to demand in his meeting 
with Shamir today that the vice pre- 
mier agree to sack Sharon. Article 
8-1 of the coalition agreement stip- 
ulates that Peres would need Sha- 
mir's agreement to the dismissal of 
any Likud minister. 

Shamir, for his part let it be known 


that he would respond to Peres’s 
statement on Sharon today with a 
counter-demand that Peres convene 
the inner cabinet to discuss recent 
developments in the peace process. 
Peres has angered the Likud by 
insisting that he did not need inner 
cabinet approval to proceed towards 
peace negotiations under interna- 
tional auspices. 

Sources close to Peres insisted, 
however, that be would agree to talk 
“about Sharon and only about Shar- 
on" in this morning's meetings. 

By demanding that Shamir in 
effect fire Sharon, Peres would be 
throwing the ball into the Lfrnd 
court. The betting is that Shamir will 
be unable to comply with Panes's 
request arid will turn it down. Peres 
wiH have had his satisfaction, Sharon 
will stay is the cabinet and the 
national unity government will sur- 
vive for a bit longer. 

Energy Minister Moshe Shahal 
met with Peres yesterday morning to 
press Him to fire Sharon. 

“Sharon's continued membership 
in the cabinet is contrary to any 
notion of collective responsibility, 
the basic government guidelines, 
and Peres's declaration of August 25 
in which he warned that any minister 
who comes out against government 
policy of the prime minister will be 
responsible for the fate of the gov- 
ernment. 

Peres has said in the past that he 
would pick the right time to fulfil his 
promise, made in August, that he 
would not tolerate ministers getting 
out of line m criticism of the premier 
and government policy. Several 
sources said that Peres's timing de- 
pended not only on internal political 
considerations but also on the feed- 
back he is getting from King Hussein 
and the U.S. about the prospects for 
starting peace negotiations in the 
near future.

Peres inveighs against 
Sharon’s ‘foreign tone’

Prime Minister Peres came out 
strongly against Industry and Trade 
Minister Ariel Sharon's remarks in 
Arad yesterday. Peres inveighed 
against Sharon for the tenor and the 
tone of his rematks to a meeting of 
his supporters in Haifa on Monday. 
“This tone is a foreign tone and is 
unacceptable in a national unity gov- 
ernment, or in a proper parliament 
anywhere,” Peres said. 

Sharon had told his audience that, 
“Peres, with unequalled cynicism, 
totally contemptuous of proper gov- 
ernment procedure, is leading the 
government down a crooked path 
without its ministers having any idea 
of what is going on." 

In Tirat Hacarmel yesterday. Vice 
Premier Shamir yesterday dared 
Peres to disband the government. 
This is the first time a Likud leader 
has offered Labour such a challenge. 
He also said unequivocally that he 
would not agree to Sharon's dismis- 
sal. 

Shamir told his Herut audience 
that if Labour wants to bring down 
the government , it will have to be the 
one to do so. ' 

He accused Peres of violating the 
coalition agreement by not conven- 
ing the inner cabinet for a discussion 
on the question of 'an international 
conference. 

Shamir added that the dismissal of 
a minister because of the style of 
speech or the tone of his words is 
unthinkable. “It is unthinkable that\ 
because of words the government i 
should be brought down and the? 1 
country plunged into chaos," he 
said. 

Earlier last night, Shamir blamed 
the prime minister for the “recurring - 


government crises that do not serve 
toe interests of toe country" in an 
interview with The Jerusalem Post in 
Haifa. 

Answering questions from high- 
school pupils at the sports hall in 
Arad, Peres said Sharon has “devi- 
ated fron any national framework.” 

However, toe prime minister did 
not fault the Likud as a whole. He 
said many of its MKs support his 
policy of negotiating for .peace. In 
fact, Peres stated, negotiations with 
Jordan will best be served if toe 
Labour and Likud parties join 
forces. 

“The good of toe country - which 
is more important than the good of 
any one parly - makes it imperative 
that we gather our strongest political 
forces together and open serious 
discussions with Jordan," he said. 

Peres was careful to note thaj 
whatever toe state of the peace witt 
Egypt, it was preferable to a state oi 
war. “Imperfect peace is better thar 
perfect war," he said again anc 
again. 

Peres also disclosed that he haxl 
received a message from Egyptian 
President Mubarak on Monday " 
saying that toe man responsible fo 
killing toe seven Israelis at Ras Bur- 
ka last month will be tried and 
punished. “The Egyptian govern- 
ment has promised a full report," the 
prime minister said.

Sudanese court told: 
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Money makes the world go round 


AS USUAL, the economic news is 
good and bad. The good news is that 
toe reports on the imminent demise 
of entire sectors of toe economy 
have been grossly exaggerated. The 
bad news is that toe situation is 
pretty grim just the same. 

One of the key points to grasp in 
seeking to comprehend toe scope of 
toe debt crisis is that it has not hit 
uniformly in different sectors, or 
even in different firms in the same 
sector. 

Despite the great hue and cry 
emanating from toe industrial and 
commercial sectors that toe govern- 
ment’s economic policy is strangling 
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them through high interest rates, the 
situation is not quite so straightfor- 
ward. The claim of high interest 
rates is just one of the myths, some 
old and some new, which is being 
foisted on the public. Not surprising- 
ly this claim has led to more confu- 
sion and misunderstanding than clar- 
ity and comprehension. 


Before attempting to define some 
of the main causes of the debt crisis, 
it is necessary to dispel some miscon- 
ceptions. The first of these is the 
“Apocalyse Now" attitude. It claims 
that so many large firms and coop- 
erative enterprises are in deep trou- 
ble that they must inevitably col- 
lapse, taking banks down with them

for Refugees in Gedaref helped in: 
moving the Falashas in one way or. 
another,” Ibrahim wrote.

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U.S. seeks new UN resolution as key to direct peace talks

WASHINGTON. - The Reagan administration is looking into 
the possibility of the UN Security Council adopting a new 
resolution on the Middle East calling for direct Arab-Israeli 
peace negotiations under some sort of international 
framework. 

In private diplomatic exchanges with Israeli, Arab. West 
European and Soviet leaders, the administration has suggested 
that this proposal might lead to a procedural breakthrough 
aimed at achieving direct peace negotiations. 

U.S. officials yesterday said President Reagan and Secretary 
of State George Shultz would continue to explore this approach 
during their summit meetings in Geneva next week with Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev and Foreign Minister Eduard She- 
vardnadze. 

As seen by authoritative U.S. officials in Washington, a new 
Security Council resolution calling for direct negotiations might 
also lead to Palestinian participation in future talks, probably as 
members of the Jordanian and Syrian delegations. But only 
those Palestinians who accepted the new resolution would be 
eligible. 

U.S. officials said the resolution they had in mind would 
explicitly reaffirm that Security Council Resolutions 242 and 
338 remain the basis for future peace talks. But the new 
resolution would probably go further by recognizing more 
directly Israel's right to exist as well as the legitimate rights of 
the Palestinian people. 

Drafting specific language which would meet the minimal 
requirements of the U.S., Israel, the Soviet Union, the Arab 
states and the Palestinians, would by no means be easy. 

U.S. officials are aware of the longstanding concern in 
Jerusalem over any new Security Council resolution which 
would, in effect, go beyond Resolutions 242 and 338. In recent 
years, Israel has always strongly opposed this approach, fearing 


that it would be designed largely as a vehicle to bring the PLO 
into the negotiating process. 

Therefore, in order to reassure Israel, the Reagan adminis- 
tration may be prepared to enter into a separate bilateral 
agreement with Israel spelling out in some detail U.S. policy in 
a whole host of areas of concern to Israel. U.S. officials cited the 
September 1, 1975 Americau-Israeli Memorandum of Agree- 
ment which accompanied tbe signing of tbe Sinai II accord with 
Egypt as a possible precedent. 

It was in that eartier agreement, for example, that the U.S. 
pledged not to recognize or negotiate with the PLO ttntil the 
PLO accepted Resolutions 242 and 338 as well as Israel's right 
to exist. There were many other political, economic and 
military commitments contained in the document as well. 

U.S. officials believe that Prime Minister Peres, who served 
as defence minister in 1975, may be prepared to a c cept a new 
Security Council resolution which would serve asan invitation 
■to the various parties to participate in an opening international 
conference on the Middle East. 

Peres has made clear to Washington, however, that any such 
international gathering would have to break down quickly into 
small working groups, involving Israel and its various neigh- 
bours. 

The prime minis ter, in the past, has privately spoken of 
separate working groups involving Israel and Jordan as well as 
even Israel and Syria. Beyond those groups, of course, there 
could be a separate working group involving Israel and Egypt, 
focusing on the disputed border territory at Taba, the slow pace 
of normalization and other outstanding bilateral problems. 

Peres’s willingness to go along with this approach would be 
strengthened, U.S. officials added, if the Soviets actually 
improved relations with Israel either by formally restoring 
diplomatic ties or by in creasing the numbers of exit visas 
granted to Jews. 

U.S. officials, in recent months, have repeatedly cited Peres's 


address before tbe Knesset earlier this year in which he raised 
tbe possibility of the Security Council’s inviting the various^ 
parties to some sort of direct negotiations. An invitation, the 
Americans said yesterday, could take the form of a new 
resolution. 

Jordan's King Hussein, for his part, has insisted that the five 
permanent members of the Security Council be invited to an 

international conference on tbe Middle East. 

At Geneva next week, Reagan and Shultz are clearly 
prepared to discuss the Middle East situation with the Soviets, 
including any specific role to be played by the Security Council. 

Assistant Secretary of State for Near Eastern and South 
Asian Affairs Richard Murphy will accompany them to the 
summit. Also j oining the delegation will be another senior State 
Department specialist on the Middle East, Ambassador 
Richard Viets, a former envoy to Jordan. Victs is expected to 
travel to several Middle Eastern countries from Geneva to brief 
leaders on the outcomcof the summit. 

Murphy is putting together a new team of veteran Middle 
East experts to prepare for a more intensive round of negotia- 
tions in the weeks and months ahead. Wat Chrverius, the 
outgoing U.S. coimsul-general in Jerusalem, win remain in the 
Middle East as a staff aide to Murphy.. Quverius is being 
replaced by Ambassador Morris Draper, a former special 
envoy in Lebanon. 

Shultz is expected to review all of these behind-tiie-scenes 
efforts tomorrow when he meets with visiting Israeli Defence 
Minister Rabin. The defence minister is scheduled to meet with 
Defence Secretary Caspar' Weinberger and probably with 
National Security Adviser Robert McFariane as well. 

The defence minister is the featured speaker tomorrow 
evening at the general assembly of the Council of. Jewish 
Federations, an annual convention of more than 3,000 Amer- 
ican Jewish community leaders. 


Knesset debate on secular-religious polarization 

Most speakers see the sins 
in their opponent’s camp

The Knesset's four hour debate 
yesterday on “the polarization of 
relations between the religious and 
the secularists 1 ' was a mixture of 
reciprocal accusations and pleas for 
mutual understanding. 

But most of the participants stres- 
sed the sins of the other side, makin g 
only grudging mention, at best, of 
their own camp’s failings. 

Yossi Sand (Citizens Rights 
Movement), who led off the debate, 
spoke only of the religious establish- 
ment. He was waiting to hear the 
rabbis denounce Meir Kahane 
(Kach), (who cl aims to speak in the 
name of Tora and Halacha), to de- 
nounce the West Bank settlers who 
speak of civil war and of the govern- 
ment's acting illegally, to denounce 
resorting to violence and to de- 
nounce South Africa's apartheid 
regime. 

Hie most balanced speech was 
probably that of Zevulim Hammer 
(National Religious Party), who 
backed up his call to all groups to live 
together with mutual respect with 
some examples. 

He said the Mea She’arim hare- 
dim, who recently forced two tax 
inspectors to flee, represent the ex- 
treme break: their Tora could not be 
the Tora of all Israel. Similarly, 
those who incite Jerusalem business- 
men to intensify Sabbath desecra- 
tion undermine the possibility of tbe 
two camps living together. 

“My religious Zionism influences 


my religious practice,” he said. “It 
does not close itself off, it shares in 
the general responsibility, and it re- 
spects the otheT way.” 

- But, he added, “such Zionism can 
exist only if secularist, revolutionary 
Zio nism also understands the deep 
significance of the revolution we 
have wrought together in Eretz Y Is- 
rael. " 

Only when secular Zio nism opens 
its heart to Jewish creativity, and 
only when the religious public learns 
that religious Zionism means living 
together with z large public that does 
not accept the burden of aO the 
mitzvot, can we avoid the creation of 
a situation where two nations will be 
living here, he said. 

Ora Namir (Alignment): Seventy- 
five per cent of school pupils go to 
state schools, as against 20 per cent 
in state religious schools and 5 per 
cent in the Aguda network. Secular- 
ist education has failed to impart 
Jewish knowledge and a feeling for 
Judaism. I was shocked to discover 
the hatred and hostility that exists 
between secularist and religious 
pupils. 

Ya’acov Yosef (Shas): If we had 
been united we would never have 
been exiled from Eretz Yisrad. De- 
spite the prevalence of sinners dur- 
ing King Ahab’s reign, the Jews were 
victorious in battle because they 
were united. In the Knesset, let us 
show an example by addressing one 
another politely despite our differ- 
ences.

Yosef Sarid (CRM) said the 
phrase about negating the State of 
Israel was superfluous, because no 
MK had ever suggested private leg- 
islation ruling out Israel as the state 
of the Jewish people.

Cohen aired a passionate demand 
to reverse the order in the draft of 
the amendment, putting negation of 
the state before racist measures.

wise.” 

When Nissim's rebuke reached 
Reiser, Reiser went to the justice 
minister to complain.

This was.jfiscfosed yesterday at a symposium on - 
“Current Topcs in Infectious Diseases/’ It was held at 
Jerusalem’s Shaare Zedefc Hospital and was jointly 
sp» by .New York’s Albert Einstein College of 
Medidne-it Yesfiiva University. 

Health Ministry Director-General Dan Michaeli, who 
is also a’pitmsssor of medicine at Tel Aviv University, 
gave ait: overview of the Aids situation in Israel. 
Micfiaelh-who- refused to take questions, criticized the 
media at the; beginning of his - remarks for what he 
mamtamediwasits sensational treatment of the problem. 
Nevertheless, he said, the medical profession must learn 
to tivesnth the media. 

A total of- 23 Aids cases have been reported in Israel 
since 1980. he said. In various combinations, these have 
included 14 homosexuals, 12 drug addicts, four hemophi- 
liacs, two persons who contracted the disease from 
infected bipod transfusions and two other victims for 
whom the source of the disease could not be determined. 
Thirteen of these patients have died, three have left the 
country and the others are still alive." 

Only two of the 23 contracted Aids in Israel, Michaeli 
sard- One of the two got Aids from an unidentified source 
and passed it on to a woman who received his donated 
blood and died this year at Hadassah Hospital in F.m 


Kerem. . 

More people have contracted Aids this year - nine - 
than in any year since it was discovered here in 1980. said 
Michaeli. This is one reason the Health Ministry is 
speeding its evaluation of foreign-prod uced blood- 
screening tests, which it hopes to introduce within a 
month in testing all donated blood for Aids. 

The first Israeli Aids victim was diagnosed in 1980, be 
said. The next was discovered in 1982. The number 
jumped to six in 1983 and 1984. Four persons have been 
found to have Aids antibodies - making them carriers of 
the disease - but none of them Has displayed any 
symptoms. 

Dr. Shlomo Ma'ayan of the clinical microbiology 
department at Jerusalem's Hadassah Hospital pointed 
out the encouraging finding of a recent U-S. study that 
Aids is not always fatal, even though there is no specific 
cure yet. “The U.S. study found that Aids has approx- 
imately a 60 per cent mortality rate,” Ma'ayan told The 
Jerusalem Post. “Forty per cent of the Aids patients 
diagnosed there in the past five years are still alive,” he 
said. 

Ma'ayan played down fears that persons receiving 
untested units of whole blood run a significant risk of 
contracting Aids. “The risk factor is 1:100,000,” he said. 
The hemophiliacs who contracted Aids received a blood 
product called Factor 8, a concentrated clotting agent 
extracted from thousands of blood units. Because so 
many donors are involved, the risk increases. But most 
hemophiliacs in Israel don't get Factor 8 from abroad. 
They get another clotting factor, cryoprecipitate, from 
single units of blood, Ma'ayan said.

With shouts of “Begin-Begin," 
the opposition made it difficult for 
speakers and quieted down only for 
Deputy Premier Shamir. 

Dr- Reuben Heeht, who donated 


$100,000 for the renovation was un- 
able to get into the hall because of 
the elbowing crowd. He was 
escorted in only at the end of the 
ceremony. 

Shamir said the on-going public 
debate oil peace with Jordan was not 
over the details of “international 
conventions or the coalition agree- 
ment. We are fighting a war for 
Eretz Yisrael and for its ownership 
by the Jewish people." 


While the Likud was against war 
and for true peace, “we oppose a

(Continued firom Page One) 
have no independent role as a con- 
sequence of the de facto nationaliza- 
tion of the capital markets. 

Furthermore, as is now in- 
creasingly openly admitted, when 
October 1988 rolls round, the four 
biggest banks - in effect the whole 
commercial banking system - will be 
taken over by the state, so that their 
bad debts, potential or actual, will 
fall into the government's lap. 

With regard to the domino theory, 
it is argued that while the events it 
envisages cannot be ruled out. there 
is still time to bead them off, and the 
firms involved and the government 
are alive to the threat and the need to 
guard against it. 

So much for the negative myths.

A whole cluster of ideas regarding 
basic macroeconomic assumptions is 
under attack: that inflation is. ende- 
mic to the Israeli economy; that 
unemployment is unthinkable; that 
tenured workers, particularly in His- 
tadrut enterprises; .can never lose 
their jobs -all these assumptions are 
being tested by events. 

That the government will rescue 
any major enterprise that runs into 
big trouble is also an idea whose time 
has gone. The extent of govern- 
ment's role is undergoing a revision,

. so that even its previously undis- 
putedrole as the locomotive of eco- 
nomic growth is no longer certain. 

Of course, these are much broader 
issues than even the wide-ranging 
debt crisis itself. But they are ou the 
public agenda because of the fun- 
damental changes that the economy 
is experiencing under the pressure of 
this - nnprecedently severe shakeout 
that is .still in its early stages. 

Another myth that is gradually 
being exposed is that economic en- 
tities suddenly collapse. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. 
Bank. of Israel research consultant 
Meir Tamari, a world authority on 
small businesses, says correctly that 
“companies never die of heart 
attacks, always of cancer. The 
analyst should be able to see thoir

Four factors can be identified as 
causing the debt crisis - the four 
horsemen of the threatened apocaly- 
pse.

Inflation has a distorting influence 
on all activity conducted in an eco- 
nomy suffering from it. The higher 
the rate of inflation, the greater the 
degree of distortion. In terms of 
company management, one of the 
main results of years of high and 
rising inflation was the enthrone- 
ment of the financial director as the 
key personality in the company's 
management and the corollary that 
financial management «- often no 
more than the manipulation of 
money rather than anything directly 
to do with the company's real busi- 
ness - became the determining fac- 


tor in profit and loss. 

Worse yet, for many years the 
company's reports were based on 
historic accounting procedures 
which did not take inflation into 
account, particularly in everything 
connected to the firm's own equity. 
In other words, capital invested in a 
company was written in the books in 
shekels (or lira) and was then eroded 
by subsequent declines in the value 
of money. This meant that investing 
their own money in their business 
was a surefire way for its owners to 
lose their wealth. Loaning their own 
money to their own company was 
also useless, because the tax laws did 
not recognize as deductions the link- 
age differentials on such loans. 

How then did the firm finance its 
growth , whether nominal or real? By 
.the simply expedient of taking loans 
freta the banks, whether from their 
own ‘money t; df ‘from government 
' funds cbann&fed through the com- 
mercial banking system. If collateral 
was needed for these loans, the own- 
ers' personal wealth, which could 
not be sunk directly into their com- 
pany for reasons noted above, was 
pledged to the bank. The inefficien- 
cies of this system, its cost to the 
productive sector and its benefits to 
the banks are all immediately appa- 
rent, and are typical of the kinds of 
expensive distortions that inflation 
inflicted on the economy. 

Eventually, the accounting pro- 
fession caught up with inflation. In 
the last two or three years, new 
regulations brought about the pub- 
lishing of inflation-adjusted 
accounts whose accuracy increased 
steadily. Finally, they were able to 
pierce the screen of inflationary 
froth which had obscured the true 
picture. The unpleasant facts re- 
vealed were a major contribution to 
the collapse of the stock market and 
the general flight of capital from the 
economy which began in 1982/3 and 
gathered speed in 1984. 

This process of bleeding the eco- 
nomy dry has itself been a major 
contribution to that lack of financial 
resources which has provoked the 
debt crisis and which makes its re- 
solution so difficult. It .is important 
to realize that the debt crisis stems 
directly from inflation and indirectly , 
from the feeling of uncertainty that 
inflation generates. 

The other contribution of inflation 
was that it allowed companies to pass 
on all their inefficiencies to their 
customers, in the form of higher 
costs. So long as price rises were 
available, almost any management ' 
failure could be covered up and 
numerous other financial games 


could be played under their all- 
embracing cover. * Ata remains 
perhaps the classic example of what 
could be done by a smart operator. 

Finally - and as is again obvious 
from the Ata example- inflation was 
a great spur to speculation. In a 
world where no one knew what any- 
thing was really worth, but in which 
anything could be worth any price 
and fools were willing to be per- 
suaded to buy - on the assumption 
that bigger fools would pay even 
more - the speculator came into his 
own. 

Speculation is also financed by 
borrowed money, in the same way as 
normal business activity requires 
funding. Once again, the bankers 
were instrumental in allowing the 
speculators to run amok. Indeed, as 
the bank share collapse eventually, 
proved, the bankers were .them-; 
selves in the front rank of specula-’ 
tors - and for the same reasons. 

Blinded by the big numbers and 
unaware of the true state of their 
businesses they sought to obtain ex- 
tra capital to impress their foreign 
peers and to finance adventures both 
at home and abroad. The collapse of 
the stock market, beginning in Janu- 
ary 1983 when the “free” market 
crumbled, and especially in October 
*Mf that year, when the bank share 
is came to a head, implanted in 
the economy the seeds of the reces- 
sionary trends which are today dear- 
ly visible above the ground, though 
they are not yet fully grown. 

Inflation, then, was the source of 
the rot in the economy. Its slow 
growth over a period of several years 
was paralleled by the gradual decline 
in the finandal well-being of the 
productive sector of the economy. 
On the other hand, the public sector 
bloomed as apparently endless 
quantities of public funds were chan- 
neled into it. These funds were 
raised from the public through 
government-guaranteed linked 
obligations, so that the amount of 
finandal assets in the public's hands 
swelled dramatically and created a 
feeling of prosperity. 

The only thing that was needed to 
explode the potential debt crisis that 
had been brewing beneath the sur- 
face all through the years when infla- 
tion surged ever higher, was the 
institution of an anti-inflationary 
policy which would reveal the extent 
of the cancer under the false bloom 
of health. 

Two false starts in that direction 
were made, first under the Likud 
government of Yitzhak Shamir when 
Yigal Coben-Orgad took over as 
finance minister from Yoram Aridor

The German envoy is halachically 
Jewish , having been bom to a Jewish 
mother and a Protestant father in 
1931, but considers himself a Protes- 
tant.

in October 1983, and then in Novem- 
ber 1984 when the national unity 
government put the first package 
deal into place. 

On each of these occasions, the 
disinflationary process was begun, 
but was quickly reversed, before a 
major recession could gather steam. 
In each case, the not unreasonable 
assumption has been that the immi- 
nence of elections - first for the 
Knesset and then for the Histadrut - 
was the reason behind the vohe-face, 
or U-turn in policy as the British 
have come to term such a reversal. 

The introduction of the overall 
economic plan on July 1, this year, 
and the apparenc determination of 
the government to stick with it until 
inflation is really reduced by a very 
large extent, has changed the debt 
crisis from a potential threat to a 
very red one. The government is 
now freed with the necessity of de- 
ciding whom to help overcome their 
problems, in the sure knowledge 
that those it turns down will go 
under, with consequent unemploy- 
ment and social strains. 

The alternative path, of helping 
everyone, is recognized as a formula 
for destroying the economic prog- 
ramme, its success to date, and the 
government's credibility which is 
tied up with it. Who is in most 
trouble, who looks like being saved, 
and how this is to be done without 
basting the budget, will be examined 
in the next article.

HAIFA. - Trauma may be a cause of 
the enigmatic Parkinson's disease, 
according to neurologists of the 
Kupat Holim’s Linn Clinic here. 

They £ul forward this theoiy in a 
report to a recent international con- 
ference in New York, where it was 
reportedly received with great in- 
terest. 

The report was based on cases 
occurring in young people, which is 
unusual for this age group. They 
developed Parkinson's immediately 
after suffering psychological or 
physical traumas, the report said. 

The team from the neurological 
department cited the case of a com- 
bat unit soldier who developed Par- 
kinson’s shortly after he had been 
engaged in collecting corpses from a 
battle near the Suez Canal. 

A reserve soldier also contracted 
the disease soon after he was injured 
by a road sidebomb. A bus driver 
who braked suddenly to avoid hit- 
ting a car. fearing that he might kill 
the occupants inside, started shaking 
immediately following the incident 
and had since suffered from the 
symptoms of the disease. 

The team subsequently found 
many cases of patients who had 
developed Parkinson's as a result of 
traumatic experiences in the Holo- 
caust. 

Parkinson's is usually caused b\ 
poisoning, a virus, drugs and repe- 
ated bodily damage. 

Parkinson's is a disease that 
affects the central nervous system. 
Among recognizable symptoms are 
slowness of movement, poor arti- 
culation, and an involuntary tremor 
of the hands.

The Health Ministry is checkins a 
report that some baby-bottle nipples 
and pacifiers sold here allegedly con- 
tain a carcinogen called "nilrosa- 
mines'- in levels beyond those per- 
mitted in West Germany and Hol- 
land. and in some cases beyond the 
more liberal U.S. standard well. 


The matter was brought to the 
attention of the mini>trv r s director-

Dr. Jerry Westin. former director of 
the ministry's food administration. 

According to Wesiin. bo rubber 
nipples and pacifiers purchased in 
the Tel Aviv area, products of both 
local and foreign manufacturers, 
were tested at laboratories in Frjnce 
under the auspices of the Interna- 
tional Agency for Research on Can- 
cer. an affiliate of the World Hcjlth 
Organization. He claims that only 
half of the types tested were able to 
pass both the U.S. and the stricter 
German tests. 


Doctor weakened 
by hunger strike 
for Soviet friend

An Israeli physician, who has 
been on a hunger strike at the West- 
ern Wall on behalf of a Soviet Jewish 
doctor who wants to emigrate to 
Israel, was in weak condition and 
needed infusions yesterday. 

Dr. Yehuda Mendelson. an im- 
migr-nt from the Soviet Union over 
a decade ago. has been trying to 
pressure the Soviets to grant an exit 
visa to his former colleague. Dr. 
Semyon Glusman. Mendelson has 
been on his strike for three days. 

Glusman. a 39-year-old psychiat- 
rist, is an honorary member of the 
American Psychiatric Association. 
Because of his aliya activities, he 
fears being sent to a Soviet prison 
camp a second time. 

Fu-ed from his work. Glusman is 
working as an unskilled worker in a 
mefrl factory and has been denied 
the right to live with his wife or with 
his father in Kiev. 

Mendelson. a resident of Haifa, 
has said he is ready to endanger his 
own health for Glusman's sake. 


Wesiin told The Jerusalem Post 
that nitrosamines and related com- 
pounds which may be detected in 
nipples and pacifiers ^ome from the 
chemicals used in the processing of 
pure natural rubber, and not from 
the rubber itself. 

The spokesman for the ministry 
stated yesterday that the ministry 
would not be pressured into con- 
ducting its investigation in haste. He 
said the ministry will commission 
tests of its own from a suitable 
laboratory, in order to check the 
findings in Westin's report. 

A lawyer for a local manufacturer 
yesterday claimed to The Post that a 
commercial competitor was behind 
what he termed an attempt to discre- 
dit certain brands of pacifiers and 
nipples on the market here.

NEW YORK iJTA). - Cardinal 
John O'Connor has written a letter 
to all parish priests of the Archdio- 
cese of New York urging them to 
light a candle for Soviet Jews on the 
eve of next week's summit meeting 
between President Reagan and 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev. 

In a letter dated November 5. the 
cardinal wrote to 450 parish priests. 
"I ask you and your parishioners to 
light a candle on the evening, of 
November IS to pray for world 
peace and the release of Soviet Jew- 
ish prisoners." 

Rabbi Allan Meyerowitz, of the 
Conservative movement’s Rabbinic- 
al Assembly, said the letter was in 
reaction to an assembly appeal last 
month to O'Connor that the 
archdiocese, representing some two 
million Catholics in New York, 
make some sort of public gesture on 
behalf of Soviet Jews. 

Meyerowitz said similar action in- 
volving archdioceses in other cities 
was under way.

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South African unrest spreads to new areas 

Police fire on rioters, kill two women 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). - Police patrols shot dead 
two black women in separate dashes with rioters, 
including a skirmish in a remote town which is generally 
peaceful. 

In Upington. usually the nation's hottest town on the 
edge of the Kalahari Desert, police fired on a crowd of 
blacks throwing petrol bombs at a police vehicle, fatally 
wounding a woman, police headquarters said. 

It was one of throe reported incidents in the regional 
centre in northwestern South Africa not known to have 
been involved in unrest previously. Police also said they 
fired shotguns and arrested eight black men while 
dispersing a rock-throwing mob. and wounded two 
women and a man when a crowd stopped a private car to' 
try to steal petrol for firebombs. 

In Mamelodi township near Pretoria, where unrest has 
flared since the weekend, a crowd of blacks attacked a 
black policeman who shot at a crowd of blacks attacking 
his home, killing a black woman and wounding a man, 
police said. 


The report also disclosed 10 other dashes from late 
Moaday to early yesterday, several of diem in black 
townships in rural areas of the Gape Province and 
Orange Free State Province. 

The 15-tnonth-old anti-apartheid violence, leaving 
more than 800 dead by official count, has been marked 
by frequent unrest in rural districts, where Jiving condi- 
tions for blacks are often worse than in the cities-.. 

In Cape Town, family members said about 32 activists 
detained under state -of-emergency powers would limit 
their hanger strike to one week. Detainees at Poilsmoor 
Prison near Cape Town began the fast on Sunday, said 
Heather Peterson, wife of jailed Rev. Robert Peterson. 

She said detained activists in nearby Paarl would start 
a three-day hunger strike today also demanding the 
release of all arrested government foes in die Western 
Cape Province and access to Lawyers. 

The Department of Prisons confirmed on Monday that 
at least two male prisoners at Poilsmoor had begun 
hunger strikes and would not be forcibly fed.

Geneva summit gate-crashers to get one warning 


GENEVA (Reuter). - Swiss troops carrying machine 
guns have been ordered to shoot anyone breaching 
security measures during the Reagan-Gorbachev summit 
next week, Geneva security cfaiefe said yesterday. 

“All guns will be loaded and the soldiers have been 
issued orders to fire on any person penetrating or trying 
to penetrate the security perimeter guarded by the 
army.’’ said Guy Fontanet, head of the local government 
coipmittee on security. 

Outside the marked or fenced perimeters at summit 
sites troops will shout the warning “halt” once, the 
suspected person must stop immediately and follow 
instructions, he said. 


“This warning mil be given only once and then the 
troops will open fire,” Fontanet said. 

The Swiss have called up 2,000 soldiers to back some 
1,500 police. They will be protecting a 10-kilometre 
stretch of shoreline along Lake Geneva during the 
November 19-20 summit. 

President Reagan and Soviet leader, Mikhail Gor- 
bachev will spend about five days in Genevg for r the 
summit.

Ortega: U.S. aid to rebels blocks peace 


MANAGUA (Reuter). - Nicara- 
guan President Daniel Ortega said 
yesterday a peace plan for Central 
America could succeed only if the 
U.S. ended its support for rebels 
battling his government. 

Ortega told a news conference 
Nicaragua would find it difficult to 
accept the revised peace plan by the 
four-nation Contadora group if the 
U.S. did not first sign a separate 
agreement to end support for the 
rebels.

Nicaraguan militia members were 
killed Monday in clashes with U.S.- 
supported rebels trying to capture a 
road from Managua. 

Ortega read a letter stating Nicar- 
agua’s response to a revised peace 
plan by the Contadora group of 
Mexico, Colombia, Panama and 
Venezuela. It was sent to Luxem- 
bourg where European Community 
and Central American foreign minis- 
ters ard discussing economic coop- 
eration. 


UN asks all nations to commemorate peace 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). - The 
LIN General Assembly approved 
without a vote Monday a resolution 
inviting all nations to join in com- 
memorating 19S6 as the "Interna- 
tional Year of Peace." 

The resolution, introduced by 
Costa Rica, calls upon "government 
and non-governmental organiza- 
tions, educational, scientific, cultu- 
ral and research institutions and 
communication media to commemo- 
rate the International Year of Peace 


in the most appropriate form, high- 
lighting... the role of tile United Na- 
tions in the promotion and mainte- 
nance of international peace and 
security." 

The* resolution followed the 
assembly's proclamation of the 
peace year on October 24. the 40th 
anniversary of the UN. The com- 
memoration is designed to “afford 
an opportunity to spell out dearly 
what the objectives of peace are and 
to study how they can be attained.” 
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Irish group says it planted London bombs 

LONDON (AP). - British author- 
ities called a security alert yesterday 
after two bombs were planted out- 
side an army barracks here and were 
disarmed safely. Irish extremists 
claimed responsibility. 

The devices, containing a total of 
IS kg of explosives, were packed in 
plastic bags and dumped outside the 


main gate of Cbelsea Barracks, 
sparking fears of a possible pre- 
Christmas bombing campaign. 

The caller said he was speaking for 
the Irish Republican Socialist Party, 
the political wing of the Irish Nation- 
al Liberation Array which is a radical 
offshoot of the Irish Republican 
Army. 


Papal plot trial 
officials in Turkey . 
to meet witnesses 

ANKARA (Reuter). - The judge 
and a prosecutor in the papal shoot- 
ing plot trial arrived in Turkey from 
Rome yesterday to question two key 
witnesses. 

Court president Scverino San- 
tiapichi and public prosecutor Anto- 
nio Marini want to see whether Tur- 
kish underworld boss Abuzer Ugur- 
lu and convicted killer Omer Ay can 
shed light on the case. 

Both have been named by con- 
victed Turkish gunman Mehmet All 
Agca as his co-conspirators in the 
near-fatal shooting of Pope John 
Paul n in the Vatican’s St. Peter’s 
Square in May 1981. 

They are not among three forks 
who, with three Bulgarians, axe on 
trial for conspiring with Agca to kill 
the pontiff. The case depends almost 
entirely on Agca’s often contradic- 
tory evidence. 


Terrorists ‘market* for 
stolen Australian guns 

MELBOURNE (Reuter). - Raiders 
used blowtorches to break into a 
strongroom and steal 14 sub- 
machine guns from an Australian 
array barracks yesterday mid police 
said they feared the guns could 1 be 
sold to international terrorists. 

“Any terrorist organization in the 
world would love this stuff. There is 
a huge price for such weapons,” 
Superintendent Murray Burgess told 
reporters. 


Ugandan troops raped schoolgirls, nun says 


KAMPALA (Reuter). - A Catholic headmistress yester- 
day accused Uganda government troops of raping her 
schoolgirls when they rampaged through her school last 
month. 

Sister Maria Yukunda, headmistress of Kasaala Ro- 
man Catholic boarding school, near Kampala, said the 
troops terrorized the thousand girls at the school in an 
orgy of attacks. 

She said apart from raping 10 girls who were taken to 
hospital, the troops "auctioned other girls like cattle.” 

The girls, aged between 11 and 13, were held for 
two-and-a-half weeks in barracks. “They were physically 


and spiritually raped, poor girls, but we are doing our 
level best to see to it that they regain their self-esteem,” 
she said. 

Yukunda said she had traced the girls with the help of 
the local and International Red Cross.- 

A witness said two weeks ago that government troops 
were auctioning women and girls in the Luwero district 
near Kampala for between $10 and $15. 

Although army commander Lieut. Gen. BasOio Oket- 
lo last week ordered his troops to stop robbing and' 
attacking civilians, Kampala residents say his call has had 
little effect.

EVERY WEEK, about 1.000 Yid- 
dish books arrive at the office of the 
National Yiddish Book Centre in 
Amherst.

Had there not been a National 
Yiddish Book Centre to receive 
them, the books would probably 
have disappeared sooner or later. 
But in the five years since the centre 
was established, more than 350,000 
works of Yiddish literature have 
been preserved and many recircu- 
lated. . . 

The centre has helped spark a 
grassroots movement in the U.S. 
dedicated to the revival of Yiddish 
culture. It seems unlikely, but this 
movement has attracted enthusias- 
tic, widespread support. 

When the National Yiddish Book 
Centre threw a party in June to 
celebrate its fifth anniversary, the 
staff hoped to attract 500 well- 
wishers. Three thousand people 
came to Amherst from faraway Bos- 
ton and-New York. 

When a summer course in Yiddish 
culture was offered for the first time 
in 1983, 2,500 applicants vied for 45 
available, places, ‘it was harder to 
get into than medical school,” one 
participant was heard to say.

It’s a way they can 
identify themselves as Jews.” 

The centre began when Aaron 
Lansky found that he was unable to 
locate the Yiddish texts he needed 
while completing an MA degree in 
Eastern European and Jewish Stu- 
dies at McGill University. He had to 
knock on doors to borrow books and 
that gave him the idea of establishing 
a repository to safeguard Yiddish 
books. 

TWO INCIDENTS at the time 
convinced him that if such a project 
were to be started, it would have to 
be done before it was too late. 

One day. Lansky received a letter 
from a friend telling him about a 
rabbi in Ohio who had just sent 2,000 
Yiddish books to be shredded. Why? 
The rabbi had no idea what to do 
with them. 

Shortly afterwards. Lansky hap- 
pened to walk into a local synagogue 
where he found a basket of unusable 
prayer books about to be buried. 
Among them, someone bad tossed 
some old Yiddish classics. They were 
discarded becaase no one wanted or 
understood them. 

For Lansky, that was the impetus 
he needed. In April 1980. he drafted 
the first proposal for a “National 
Yiddish Book Exchange,” a non- 
profit organization which would 
round up old Yiddish books and 
match them to new readers. It 
started on a budget of $100. For 
three years, none of the staff re- 
ceived any salary. 

Although funds were so tight that 
the centre shared its un heated 
offices with other tenants (including 
a woman who sold goats' milk), 
Lansky discovered there were 
thousands of potential donors only 
too happy to find a place which 
would treat their beloved Yiddish 
books with respect. 

In response to the first public 
appeal for books, 3,000 volumes 
arrived in the first month. And the 
books kept coming: by December. 
18,000 had arrived. 

rr SOON BECAME evident that a 
collection system would have to be 
arranged to gather books from 
donors who were incapable of send- 
ing or bringing them. As one man 
wrote, “I have 300 Yiddish books. 
My question is, how do I get them to 
you? I am 86 years old and unable to 
pack and ship them myself.” 


The centre hired a van and began 
collecting. On one of their trips 
around New York City, they took 
New York Times reporter Doug 
McGill with them. He laieT com- 
mented. "This was the first story I've 
ever written where every person I 
interviewed fed me first and kissed 
me afterwards." McGill’s syndi- 
cated article prompted floods of 
books from all over the country. 

The pick-up service found itself 
responding to emergency calls, such 
as a plea to rescue 8,000 ‘Yiddish 
books from a dumpster on 16th 
Street. They had been tossed out 
when a building which had once 
housed a Jewish organization had 
been tom down. Lansky and his 
colleagues stood in the rain and 
salvaged 5,000 of them. 

On another occasion, neighbour- 
hood kids helped dig under the rub- 
ble of a demolished library in the 
Bronx to salvage 10,000 books. 
Some of these books are now in the 
rare book collection at Oxford's 
Bodleian Library in Oxford. 

Lansky, who has a gift for public 
relations, called for help and an 
army Of 20ft regional zomlers. or 
collectors, volunteered. 

The group, to say the least, is 
eclectic. It included a class of 
seventh graders, Dan Bloom of 
Nome, Alaska - who is also known 
as “the Jewish Santa Claus” - and 
the Jewish proprietors of the Ave 
Maria religious supplies store in El 
Paso, Texas. 

When the books arrive in 
Amherst, volunteers help with un- 
packing and sorting. Some have 
more enthusiasm, than knowledge. 
Around the centre, they tell about 
the fellow who made a great literary 
discovery as he shelved books. 
“Who is this guy Shriften?” he asked 
enthusiastically. “He has books all 
over the place, more than Sholem 
Aleichem.” Shriften, he was told, is 
the Yiddish word for “writings.” 

WITH VOLUNTEERS doing most 
of the basic work, the staff members 
have begun to focus on what they see 
as the most significant • aspects of 
their work, education and redis- 
tribution. 

Says Lansky. “The centre started 
out as an attempt to save books that 
were being destroyed and has be- 
come an organization capable of 
making real changes in American 
life." 

In a recent centre newsletter, 
Lansky tells a story to illustrate how 
the books of one generation can still 
speak to youth of another: "We were 
making the book collecting rounds 
on Long Island. Our last stop of the 
day was a huge mansion overlooking 
Long Island Sound. The owner’s 
mother had just entered a nursing 
home in the Bronx and we were 
called in to pick up her Yiddish 
books. 

“There were almost 400 volumes, 
stashed in a gardener's cupboard on 
the back wall of the four-car garage. 
As we packed the books into boxes 
and carried them out to the truck, a 
tall, shy boy of about 15 came out to 
the garage to watch us. He was 
dressed in designer clothes from 
head to toe and was obviously a 
member of the family. We nodded 
hello. 

“‘What’ re you doin’ out here?* he 
asked, looking puzzled. 

“We explained that we were pack- 
ing his grandmother’s Yiddish 
books. 

‘“My grandmother’s books?’ he 
asked in disbelief. 'My grandmother 
owned all these books? Wow, I 
didn't even know mv grandmother 
could read.’ 

“We were in a rush and needed to 
keep working, but we took time to 
explain a little about Yiddish litera- 
ture and show him some of the 
volumes. There were works of litera- 
ture: Peretz and Itzik Manger. Der 
Nister and Lamed Shapiro. 

“There were also works of politic- 
al economy and social theory along 
with histories of the Jewish labour 
movement in Russia and America. 
Judging from her books, the boy’s 
grandmother was not only an intel- 
lectual, but an activist, committed to 
social justice and involved in the big 
struggles of her day. 

“THE GRANDSON, this child of 
affluence, was clearly impressed. 
‘This is amazing!’ he proclaimed. T 
mean, I go to visit my grandmother a 
few times a year, but l never talked 
to her about anything real. Next time 
I go to the city. I’m going to ask her 
about all this.”’ 

Current projects include one- 
week summer, residential program- 
mes in Yiddish culture, which have 
been offered since 1982. The centre 
has also produced catalogues of 800 
Yiddish prose, poetry and fiction 
titles, of books on the Holocaust and 
of Yiddish. books available in En- 
glish. 

Books are sold to libraries, study 
groups and individuals. 

Last year. 400 Yiddish books were 
selected from the stock of the centre, 
for the Great Neck, New York. 
Public Library. This was the first of 
many similar collections planned for 
libraries all over the world. 

To make Yiddish literature more 
freely available to English readers, a 
translation project is underway. The 
centre sees this as particularly im- 
portant. since of the 40,000 books in 
Yiddish published in the last cen- 
tury. an estimated one-half of I per 
cent are available in English today. 

Can Yiddish be revived? Even the 
National Yiddish Book Centre is not 
that sanguine. In secular American 
society. Yiddish as a living language 
exists only in pockets and is unlikely 
to survive many more generations. 
What the National Yiddish Book 
Centre aims at is not revival but 
preservation; they hope to make the 
oytres, treasures, of one generation 
available to another.

Unix’ computer in Israel

TEL AVIV! - The Koor conglomer- 
ate yesrerday announced it was laun- 
ching a massive invasion of the local 
computer market with A.T.&T.’s 
“Unix" line, aimed at the commer- 
cial and professional user. "By the 
early 1990s we expect to have dis- 
placed Digital from its number two 
place in Israel and ro be breathing 
hard on the heels of rBM," the 
announcement said. 

The Israeli market bought compu- 
ters valued at $500 million in 1984. 
No figure is available on the number 
of units, since some computers cost 
us little as several thousand dollars, 
while others run into hundreds of 
thousands and even millions. And 
•ine of the prime users, the military 
establishment, does not release any 
figures on the number and types of 
computers it buys. 

Avrah.mi Mardor. managing 
director of Isratel. a subsidary of 
Koortrnde. itself an affiliate of 
Koor. announced yesterday that the 
A.T.&T. line would sell for five to 
ten per cent below that of IBM, 
based on comparative output. He 
added that A.T.&T. had decided a 
few years ago to go into the compu- 
ter business, despite the slowdown in 
sales in the U. S. and abroad, after it 
was broken up by court order and 
lost control of "Ma Bell." the huge 


American telecommunications net- 
work. However, A.T.&T. still re- 
retains the brain of “Ma Bell, the 
Bell Laboratories," he said. 

At present, A.T.&T. employs 
370,000 persons and had sales of $34 
billion in 1984. of which only $1.8b. 
was in computers and the rest in 
various types of other equipment. In 
comparison, IBM last year had sales 
of $38b.. of which 90% was in com- 
puters. 

Both A.T.&T. and IBM manufac- 
ture their equipment in the U.S., 
although rhe IBM personal compu- 
ter is said to be made in the Far East. 

In order to go into the computer 
business on a global scale, A.T.&T. 
bought an interest in the Italian 
Olivetti firm, to secure access to the 
European market, and in a Japanese 
company, for access to the Far East 
market. 

“Israel is the first country in which 
A.T.&T. has appointed a repre- 
sentative. and our company. Isratel. 
was chosen for several reasons. Not 
only will the Free Trade Area agree- 
ment give a boost to all American 
products in Israel, but A.T.&T. 
knows it has the backing of the Koor 
complex. Moreover, some 300 com- 
panies are run by Koor. and if each 
one buys from A.T.&T. (which is 
not 100% certain, since each mana- 
ger of a Koor enrreprise buys as he 
sees fit), then Isratel already has a

nice chunk of the local market. 

Mardor pointed out that the Unix 
line has one great advantage. “It can 
be hooked up to any other brand of. 
computer, including IBM. Moreov- 
er, it can take nearly all types of 
software." IBM computers need 
specially designed software, as do 
most other computer brands. 

At present. Isratel is in contact 
with ten local software houses which 
are designing software especially 
suited to Israel's bi-lingual scientific 
and commercial life. 

“One of the main things to re- 
member about A.T.&T.," it was 
said at the press conference, “is that 
many Israelis confuse the name with 
ITT which is an entirely different 
telecommunications firm." 

“The only revolution we plan to 
sponsor is in our growth in Israel," 
Mardor said. “We have already in- 
creased our staff from 25 to 50, and it 
will soon reach 80. Our sales within 
the coming next 12 months should be 
at least $5 million. 


Hapoalim to reduce borrowing costs

Bank Hapoalim announces that it 
has agreed to join the 
Bank of Israel’s programme to re- 
duce borrowing costs in the eco- 
nomy. 

Attributing its move to the 
“Heavy burden that interest costs 
represent to firms and to the eco- 
nomy," Hapoalim said it would cut 
its charges in three areas. The excess 
rate of interest charged to borrowers 
who exceed their authorized over- 
draft would be cut, and the range of 
the basic rate of interest on the 
authorized part of the loan would 


also be reduced - at present this can 
be as much as 3 per cent above the 
prime rate, which itself currently 
stands at 4 per cent monthly. 

Finally, the bank is to lower its 
commissions charged for allocating 
customers lines of credit. 

Overall. Hapolaim says the pack- 
age of reductions will cut 1.5 percent 
off the effective rate of monthly 
interest, with the effect felt most 
strongly by borrowers who have 
tended to exceed their limits. Imple- 
mentation of the decision is expected 
later this week, after details have 
been ironed out. 


Fish farmers enjoy growing market 


WASHINGTON (AP). - An Agri- 
culture Department report about the 
opportunities for American catfish 
farmers, clam herders and crawdad 
ranchers says world appetite is grow- 
ing for aquacultural products. 

The general picture looks great, 
and that could mean "more export 
mussel" from the underwater feed- 
lots. the report said. 

It said fish farming can be ex- 
pected to offer U.S. producers ex- 
panded export opportunities, with 
the greatest potentials seen in Spain. 
France. Netherlands, West Ger- 
many. Japan, Hongkong, Singapore 
and Canada. 

World aquaculture production is 
about 10 billion kilograms a year. 


ranking it fourth in meat output 
behind beef, pork and poultry, 
according to the UN Food and Agri- 
culture Organization. Production 
will double by the year 2000. 

As defined, aquaculture in the 
U.S. is the controlled cultivation and 
harvest of water plants and animals, 
such as catfish, crawfish, trout, baft- 
fish, ornamental fish, oysters, 
shrimp, clams, mussels and salmon. 

In the LLS., aquacultural produc- 
tion of fish and shellfish increased 
from about 59 million kg in 1975 to 
more than 182m. kg in 1983. By the 
turn of the century, it could be 454 
million kg. 


White House opposes cutting 
interest on loans to Israel

WASHINGTON. - The Re3gan 
administration has reaffirmed its 
strong opposition to current efforts 
in the Senate to reduce the prevail- 
ing interest rates on outstanding 
U.S. military loans to Israel. 

The director of the Office of Man- 
agement and Budget, James Miller, 
wrote confidential letters to several 
senators, including Democrat 
Daniel Inouye of Hawaii and Re- 
publican Robert Kasten of Wiscon- 
sin, strongly complaining about the 
initiative. He warned about the ex- 
cessive cost to the U.S. budget. 

Inouye and Kasten. ranking mem- 
bers of the Senate Appropriations 
subcommittee on foreign opera- 
tions, are the prime movers behind 


the scheme. They have argued that 
Israel’s economic crisis justifies this 
initial effort aimed at reducing 
Israel's external debt. 

Miiler rejected the legislative 
manner in which Inouye and Raster 
are attempting to win passage for 
their proposal, which would wind up 
costing the U.S. government some 
$500 million this year. Under the 
proposal, the interest rates would be 
reduced from 1 1 .5 to 5 per cent. 

The senators, as pan of their 
effort to avoid busting the existing 
governmental budget, have prop- 
osed that the funds come from some 
$500 million in unused funds allo- 
cated to the U.S. government’s 
Export-Import Bank.

TEL AVIV. - A revolutionary novel 
spray- painting chamber has been in- 
augurated at Egged's Jerusalem new 
central garage at Atarot. 

Developed by tbe Italian Saico 
company, the chamber makes it 
possible for Egged to paint a larger 
number of buses per day, cutting 
down on manpower and waiting time 
for the paint to dry. 

Saico general manager Mauro 
Biancfaini. who came here specially 
for the inauguration, said that since 


his firm started to operate here 
through the Ellto International 
Trading Company. SO of the paint 
chambers have been installed, most 
of them in smaller garages. 

He explained that the novelty in 
the chamber is the fan and drying 
system. The fans and air ducts are 
placed in such a way that the hot air 
they blow goes directly to tbe car 
being painted. This enables the 
spray painter to work without a 
mask. With conventional methods, 
part of the fumes and paint from the 
spray gun billow back at the painter.

LONDON (Reuter). - Egyptian 
Prime Minister Ali Lotfi, appointed 
two months ago with the task of 
rescuing his country from an im- 
pending economic crisis, said yester- 
day he was determined to improve 
the clima te for foreign investors in 
Egypt. 

In an interview in the Financial 
Times, Lotfi pledged to smooth out 
the bureaucratic obstacles which he 
acknowledged often deterred fore- 
ign investors.'

Stock exchange 
marks jubilee of 
securities t rading

TEL AVIV. - The Tel Aviv Stock 
Exchange celebrated the 50th 
anniversary of the trading of secur- 
ities in Israel - and before 1948. in 
the Mandate - with a reception at the 
Hilton Hotel last night. 

Despite the current low ebb in 
market trading - or maybe because 
of it - there was a strong turnout of 
brokers, bankers, mutual fund man- 
agers and all the other professional 
groups that go to make up the mosaic 
of “boursa” activity. 

Exchange chairman Meir Heth 
briefly reviewed the development of 
the exchange since its humble begin- 
nings in the office of Mordechai 
Pinhas Sasson. a senior executive of 
Bank Leumi, or the Anglo-Palestine 
Bank, as it then was. In the interven- 
ing period, of course, the exchange 
has had its fair share of ups and 
downs, but the long-term trend, as 
the profession parlance has it. has 
been “strongly positive.’’ 

Just how humble those beginnings 
were was recalled for this reporter by 
one of the genuine old-timers of the 
Tel Aviv market. Association of 
Banks managing-director Asher 
Halperin. Although even he admit- 
ted that he wasn't involved in the 
very beginnings. Halperin was able 
to run off. from memory, some of 
the securities that were traded in 
those bygone times. Many of these 
were bonds, since few companies 
bad a large share capital, and among 
them were institutions that have sur- 
vived until today, sucb as General 
Mortgage (now Leumi Mortgage). 
Others have since disappeared or 
changed beyond recognition 
through mergers and takeovers.

Tip-Top's announcement also 
covers a proposed meeting of its 
creditors for the day following the 
extraordinary general meeting, 
thereby showing that the outcome of 
the shareholder vote is something of 
a foregone conclusion. 

Finally, and “in order to reduce 
the company's expenses.” the plant 
is to close down from today and alt 
the workers will be sent on leave, bar 
those few needed by management to 
keep the company ticking over. 

Elsewhere, business in the market 
continued as usual, with bonds quiet 
and tbe share rally showing clear 
signs of running out of steam after 
several days of quire sharp rises.

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What prospect for growth 


THE THRUST of the Treasury’s budget proposals for the 
coming fiscal year is plain: it is to speed up the economy's 
progress downhill into deep recession. Why? 

The Treasury suspects that the price stability achieved by the 
emergency programme may be far from stable. It fears that the 
substantial improvement in the trade balance will quickly 
evaporate. It already knows that the massive wage erosion of 
the second half of 1985 will soon be countered by a rising tide of 
wage demands, and apparently believing that an unemploy- 
ment rate that will soon reach 10 per cent of the labour force is 
not enough to discipline these demands, the Treasury wants 
preventive action - in the shape of another budget cut of $500 
million. 

As always, the main burden of the proposed budget cuts is to 
fall on the wage earners. Child allowances for the first two 
children are ro be cut altogether, and those for larger families 
are to be taxed. The subsidies to basic goods are to be slashed 
by another $100 million. Old-age pensions are also to be cut. 
Visits to physicians, medications and hospitalization are to be 
paid for at a rate that, however modest for the “haves," will be 
onerous for the “have-nots.” 

Tuition fees for secondary education are to be restored, and 
the Treasury- will apply a means test designed to exempt the 
“truly" needy - until next time around, when the needy will be 
considered not so needy, after ail. 

All these budget cuts - and a long list of others that are not 
objectionable by any standard- will inevitably raise unemploy- 
ment beyond the flash point, and cause more and more 
businesses to collapse. The situation is already grim enough. 
The “first aid” bandage of $90 million - a fifth of the planned 
budget cut - to the agricultural sector, is only a premonition of 
worse things to come. There is no shortage of applicants for a 
government bail-out even now. An additional massive budget 
cut will increase their number appreciably. 

Clearly, the government will be unable to view with 
equanimity the consequences of the policy its advisers and 
officials are planning. Long before the proposed budget cuts 
are implemented the government will have to pay out at least 
the same amount, if not more, to save faltering businesses and 
to limit the blight of unemployment. 

Aggregate demand - which these budget cuts are meant to 
reduce - will remain the same, or even rise. And the role of 
government, which the budget cuts are meant to reduce, will 
grow - because it is Big Brother that will decide which 
businesses are to be saved and where the unemployed are to be 
put to earning a living again. And it will be impossible to 
prevent party politics from taking precedence over social needs 
and economic rationality in deciding who shall swim and who 
shall sink. 

Scepticism is especially justified with regard to the long-run 
perspectives of the proposed policy. There is a yawning gap 
where plans for the revival of growth are concerned, and the 
question may indeed be posed whether, within the economic 
philosophy that guides our policy-makers, there is any prospect 
for growth at all. 

There is no sign that the recession so successfully engineered 
in recent months is going to provide the needed push towards 
recovery. The unemployed who were supposed to be absorbed 
in export industries will just remain unemployed, even though 
their wages would be 20-30 per cent lower in real terms than 
before. The businesses that will fail will not all be doomed 
because of their long-run inefficiency, nor will the survivors 
necessarily be those who should keep afloat. 

What is needed more than ever, now that the first stage in the 
government’s economic programme has largely achieved its 
objectives, is a long range programme of recovery, based on a 
clear definition of national priorities that goes far beyond the 
cash-flow balancing that has been the essence of economic 
policy far too long. 


The uses of vulgar abuse 


AIRING cabinet differences in public, even where there is no 
single ruling party but a coalition of parties, is - strictly 
speaking- a violation of the rules of collective responsibility. In 
this country, however, it has become the norm over the years. 
Open attacks by ministers on their colleagues, even on the 
prime minister, are not unknown: the mfcst notorious case, 
until last year, was Ariel Sharon's disparagement of Premier 
Menachem Begin acting as defence minister. 

Things have gotten so bad as to become literally impossible 
only under the national unity government. The main culprit has 
□gain been Ariel Sharon, the industry and trade minister who 
would wrest leadership of the Likud from Yitzhak Shamir and, 
even at the cost of breaking up the present government, win the 
premiership - with the promise that, once at the lop, he would 
destroy whatever chance there might be of Israel ever having 
peace with its Arab neighbours. 

Mr. Sharon's modus operandi has consisted mainly of 
personal attacks on Premier Shimon Peres, which have esca- 
lated within less than a year from the merely discourteous to the 
brutally offensive. The sheer brazenness has been mind- 
boggling: but this week the leader of Herut’s diehard faction 
has to all intents and purposes taken on the role of chief 
oppositionist to his own government. Certainly no leader of an 
opposition party has so far dared to tar the premier with the 
brush of vulgar abuse now employed by Mr. Sharon. 

While assailing Mr. Peres, Mr. Sharon does not spare 
President Hosni Mubarak and King Hussein either. His 
complaints about both may have some merit: but his style of 
argument is such that, had it been used by an Egyptian cabinet 
minister against Mr. Peres, the government would have been 
entitled to an apology from Cairo, and coming from a 
Jordanian cabinet minister it might have warranted cutting off 
all further contacts with Amman. 

Fortunately. Mr. Sharon himself represents for the moment 
no-one but a small band of unreconciled rejectionists. But his 
very presence in the cabinet is an insult to the nation. His 
rightful place in a civilized polity would be right outside the pale 
- if Mr. Shamir, who is Mr. Sharon's immediate target, cannot 
discipline him first.

Hillel's declaration that the 
Kahane bills were so repugnant that 
he could not bring himself to pass 
them on for a first reading in the 
Knesset - and his threat to resign if 
he is forced to pass on the bills has 
maneuvered him into the unenviable 
position of seeming to be challenging 
that very principle. 

Kahane's bills are indeed repug- 
nant to any democrat. They deny all 
political rights in Israel to non-Jews; 
to their “enslavement” or. alterna- 
tively. their expulsion. 

In words that echo the Nuremburg 
Laws, they would withdraw official 
recognition of all marriages between 
Jews and non-Jews, whether con- 
tracted in Israel or elsewhere: and 
they would prohibit any sexual rela- 
tions between Jews and non-Jews, 
punishable by two years in jail. 

The particularly provocative na- 
ture of this last bill is evinced by the 
proposed punishment: five years in 
jail for any Jewish prostitute or Jew- 
ish male having sexual relations with 
a non- Jewish male: 50 years in jail 
for the non-Jew in such cases. 

The original sin having been com- 
mitted - enabling a self-confessed 
racist like Kahane to run for the 
Knesset - the fact is that Kahane is 
now perfectly within His parliamec-

tary rights to table such bills, a fact 
that was reiterated by the High 
Court of Justice. 

Last August, over a year after the 
High Court upset a Central Elec- 
tions Committee decision barring 
Kahane from running in the elec- 
tion, the Knesset finally passed leg- 
islation that makes it possible to 
disbar such racist lists in the future. 
But in the meantime, Kahane is a 
member of the present Knesset. 

The Knesset House Committee 
has been considering proposals to 
change the Knesset's rules to make it 
possible for the Knesset presidium to 
refuse to table outright racist bills, 
defined as bills that contain ideas for 
which the Knesset has already de- 
cided to bar lists from elections. The 
sorry fact, however, is that the 
House Committee, primarily at the 
instigation of some of its Likud 
members, has been dragging its 
heels on amending the House rules 
to this effect. 


HILLEL’S DELAYING tactics 
have been intended to apply press- 
ure on the House Committee to get 
on with having the rules amended. It 


is a typical parliamentary game, but 
a dangerous one. For while it is not 
at aU certain that the recalcitrant 
Likud committee members will in- 
deed be embarrassed, what is certain 
is that HiUel’s actual threat to flout a 
High Court order will constitute a 
serious blow to the cause of the rule 
of law and of parliamentary demo- 
cracy in Israel. 

Everyone admits that there is no 
chance of Kahane's bills passing, or 
even of receiving more than a hand- 
ful of votes. The question is a symbo- 
lic and educational one. 

Kahane's purpose is to use the 
Knesset podium to create a provoca- 
tion. Using the weapon of even 
seeming to flout the High Court is 
playing into his hands. 

We must get used to the distasteful 
reality - but reality nonetheless - 
that just as a normalized Jewish state 
has its own pimps and prostitutes, its 
own drug dealers and killers, so does 
it have its own fascists and racists. 

We are not a super-race immune 
to these ravages of modernity. 

The important question is what we 
do about such an unpleasant reality. 
Infinitely preferable to challenging 


the order of the High Court, if the 
Likud insists on continuing to drag 
its heels in the House Committee, is 
to table the motions in the plenum 
and have them roundly defeated. 

Admittedly, this may entail the 
embarrassment of discovering that 
Kahane is not alone in his racist 
attitudes in the present Knesset. In a 
previous vote on a Kahane motion, 
one of the Shas MKs voted with him 
on a clearly racist resolution, and 
another Shas member later said he 
would have voted for it if he had not 
been absent from the House. 

It may be that one or two Shas 
MKs, perhaps one or two of those 
from the Aguda (although they are 
usually more sophisticated than 
that), one from the Likud and one 
from Tehiya, would vote with 
Kahane on his racist-marriage and 
sex-relations bills. 

Shameful as that may be, if that is 
the political reality in Israel, let it so 
be recorded - together with the 
feeling of revulsion on the part of the 
overwhelming majority.

Conservative Judaism is not the 
answer either. Perhaps it offered 
something for the assimilated gen- 
eration of the '50s. when Orthodoxy 
was straggling in the U.S. and was 
viewed by many as an archaic rem-. 
nant of the past, doomed to extinc- 
tion. But it now flourishes and those 


of the '60s and 70s who sought truth 
were not satisfied with compromise. 
And Conservative Judaism is the 
Judaism of compromise. Not the 
compromise of the golden mean of 
Hillel, but the compromise of turn- 
ing a blind eye to the rigours of 
Halacha. Without a wholehearted 
commitment to Halacha, Judaism 
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cannot survive. 




This does not mean that ail is 
perfect in Orthodoxy today. Israeli 
or other. It is true that there is often 
apparent inflexibility and. to the . 
outsider, insularity. But 40 years is a '«■' 
very brief period in Jewish history 
and we are still reeling from the 
devastation of the Holocaust, So 
many of those destined to be today’s 
great teachers never reached their' 
adult years. Orthodoxy is still swing-. . 
ing like a pendulum, but it swings 
within the boundaries of Halacha 
and, given time, will settle to the 
golden mean.
